and tire production will be broken in 1928. 


This prediction was made by < 
Col. Leonard P. Ayres, vice-presi- 
dent of the Cleveland Trust Com- 
pany, and nationally known 
economist, in his annual business 
forecast given at a luncheon of 
the Cleveland Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

Col. Ayres’ forecasts, watched for | 
annually throughout the United | 
States, are noted fcr their conser= 
vative tone and their record for ex- 
treme accuracy. 

Col. Ayres also predicted that 
steel production would exceed the 

- records of 1927, that building con- 
struction will reach new high rec- 
ords, that employment will in- 
crease and industrial wages either 
remain firm or advance somewhat - 
in the second half of the year, 
and that industrial profits will be 

greater than in 1927. 

' peaking particularly of the auto- 

motive trades, Col. Ayres said:— 

“Automobile output has declined 
sharply during 1927. The aggregate 
production of cars and trucks will 

» probably be about three-quarters of 
‘a million less than it was last year. 
Much, but by no means all, of this 

falling eff has been due to the shut- 
ting down of the Ford plants. 

“It seems that there is steadily 
. accumulating a deferred buying de- 
mand of large proportions. We 
know that this is the case with re- 
spect to Ford cars and there is good 
reason to believe that it is true foy 
other cars as well.

New Wadiumen Law 
To Hold Dealers as 
‘Reckless Drivers’’

Olympia, Wash., Dec. 6.—Wash- 
ington- automobile dealers who, 
after January 1, advertise the 
time taken by any car to cover a 
certain distance, if by such adver- 
tising it is indicated that the 
maximum speed limit of forty 
miles an hour was exceeded, will 
be subject to the same penalties 

- provided for reckless driving. 

The 1927 Legislature, in the motor 
vehicle regulation act which goes 
into effect January 1, provided that | 
such advertising shall be unlawful | 


and that any dealer so advertising | 


shall be guilty of reckless driving 

and subject to the same penalties.

New York, Dec. 6.—The 500,000th 
vehicle to pass through the Holland 
Tunnel yesterday was a five-ton 
truck loaded with Christmas trees, 
which entered from the New Jersey 
side.

Montreal, Dec. 6—The amount of 
revenue from the gasoline tax im- 
posed in this province will be in the 
neighborhood of $1,500,000 this year, 
according to statistics available.

A. Begin, controller of provincial 
revenue, stated this morning that 
the increase was about normal, cor- 
responding to the increase in the 
number of automobiles in use in 
this province.

Automotive Export 
Information Ready 


Washington, Dec. 6—Changes 
in automotive export classifica- 
tions, which become effective Jan- 
uary 1 next, were announced to- 
day by the automotive division of 
the Department of Commerce. 

Detailed instructions are’ being 
forwarded to all manufacturers, au- 
tomotive exporters and their ship- 
ping brokers for guidance in prop- 
erly listing and classifying automo- 
biles, trucks, parts, accessories and 
other automotive equipment. 

The new classifications list vari- 
ous makes of cars in price classes, 
and added classes cover shock ab- 
sorbers, bumpers, brake and clutch 
lining, tire equipment, gas and oil 
pumps and spark plugs. 

Manufacturers and exporters 
who do not receive their copies 
of the instructions should make 
request either to the automotive 
division of the department in 
Washington, or to any o* the dis- 
trict or co-operative offices of 

various cities.

Congress Takes Up Matter

James C. McLaughlin of Muske- 
gon, Mich., who will be in charge 
of the fight on the automotive 
excise tax section of the bill on 
the floor, the refund would be 
made available immediately after 
final passage, and not thirty days 
later, as was done when the tax 
was reduced from 5 to 3 per cent. 
two years ago. 

It is estimated unofficially by the 
Washington headquarters of the 
National Automobile Chamber of 
Commerce that a 1% per cent. tax 
refund would return to the dealers 
of the country approximately $5,- 
000,000 now tied up on their books. 

The fight for repeal of the ex- 
cise tax was brought forcibly to 
the attention of every congress- 
man and senator, with the open- 
ing shot of the new Congress 
through the medium of the Auto- 
motive Daily News. 

Copies of Monday’s issue, con- 
taining the editorial of Alexander 
Johnston on “The Case for Auto- 
motive Excise Tax Repeal,” were 
received in every office of the 
Senate-and House office buildings 
and were read with unusual in- 
terest. 

Friends of the industry in Con- 
gress called the attention of their 
colleagues to the arguments ad- 
vanced by Mr. Johnston and it was 
plainly manifest that there is a well 
defined willingness to lift the excise 
burden from all future purchasers

Franklin Declares 
Excise Tax Theory 
Is Basically Wrong 


Syracuse, Dec. 6.—Taxing of auto- 
mobiles by the Federal government 
should be discontinued at once, and 
all levies of this nature should be 
confined to the various states, in 
the opinion of H. H. Franklin, pres- 
ident of the Franklin Automobile

License fees should be all that the 
car ownership of the United States 
should be called upon to bear. Ad- 
dition of excise tax, gasoline tax, 
personal property tax, put too much 
of a burden on the automobile. 

“I regard the advocating of Fed- 
eral taxes because the automobile 
is a thing of luxury, or even a semi- 
luxury, as the wrong attitude,” said 
Mr. Franklin. “It would be hard to 
get the 20,000,000 owners to admit 
their cars are luxuries. Take the 
automobile out of American life for 
a week and its place as a necessity 
would be absolutely established. 
Nor can I agree with Secretary Mel- 
lon’s conclusion that the Federal 
road building program should be 
supported by Federal taxes on cars 
Good roads should be viewed on the 
basis of what they have done for 
the life of the country, and not for 
the pleasure of a poe" ul class.”

CINCINNATI NEW 
CAR SALES OFF 


November Total of 
1,011 Shows’ Effect 
Of New Ford 


INCINNATI, Dec. 6.—Hamilton 
county registrations for No- 
vember exemplify clearly the ef- 
fect of the new Ford propaganda 
in the fact that new car sales 
showed a slump of 90 units as 
compared with November a year 
ago, while used car registrations 
increased 546 last month over the 
same period in 1926. New car sales 
for November, 1926, were 1,101, as 
compared with 1,011 last month, 
while used car sales in November 
a year ago were only 2 814, as com- 
pared with 3,350 last month. 

It is significant, in view of condi- 
tions, that -approximately 40 per 
cent. of the new car sales last month 
were Chevrolets, indicating buyers 
either were satisfied with the Chev- 
rolet against any possible improve- 
ment in the Ford, or else had grown 
tired of waiting for the new Ford tc 
arrive, due to the many disappoint- 
ing rumors in that connection. 

The first public exhibition of the 
new Ford here was the signal for 
an outpouring of citizens, and streets 
in the vicinity of the Lincoln Avenue 
assembly plant of the Ford Motor 
Company have been lined on either 
side with cars of every description 
for two days with crowds going in at 
one door and leaving the building by 
another to avoid congestion. 

Dealers generally were as anxious | 
for the new Ford to arrive as was 
the public, and now that the; 
suspense is over they are_a unit in 
declaring business will show an im- 
mediate spurt all along the line and 
bring December totals ahead of last 
year. 

Even dealers handling high priced 
cars, Frank Santry of the Nash- 
Cincinnati Motor Company, Jack 
Tarbill, handling the Packard; G. 
K. Crocker, Cadillac distributor, 
and E. S. Gahagen, Studebaker dis- 
tributor, say they felt the affects 
of the Ford reports for months and 
that already they can begin to see 
an indication of increased business. 

According to Santry, prospective 
buyers believed the Ford would force 
price readjustments on all cars, but 
even this early apparently are be- 
ginning to feel that the new car 
will have little affect outside of its 
own particular field, so far as prices 
are concerned.

This class of 
visitor is lacking at Lansing, and consequently the public 
interest in the Oldsmobile plant has a peculiar significance.

Article 3. The present decree enters 
into vigor beginning with the fiscal 
year 1927; however, the second part 
of Article 1 will be put into appli- 
cation only after January 1, 1928.

SEATTLE SLOW 


Dealers Admit Need of 
Forming an 
Association

EATTLE, WASH., Dec. 6— 
Naturally there is a seasonable 

luli in tire business in this sec- 
tion, the main attention of money 
spenders being turned toward 

Christmas shopping. ‘AA few tires 
will be bought for Christmas 
presents, but not as a general 
thing. 

However, leading firms report 
November of this year running 
fully as strong as last year, 
falling off in‘ sales being less pro- 
nounced this year. 

Seattle has gone along without 
any semblance of a tire dealers or- 
ganization, although the other 
automotive crafts, excepting bat- 
tery and electrical are very well 
organized. That a good associ- 
ation, based on higher standards 
of advertising and business ethics, 
will improve the situation locally, 
seems to be agreed upon, and with- 
in the past week steps have been 
taken for forming a group to 
affiliate with the Automotive Main- 
tenance Association. Cc. J. Ernst, 
one of the leading tire dealers, and 
head of Ernst Tire Company, is 
chairman of a committee, that 
is signing up members and per- 
manent organization will soon be 
effected. Committee meetings are 
being held and gradually the de- 
tails are being worked out. 

N. W. Hale, former manager of 
Waldorf Garage, has just been 
elected secretary of the A. M. A., 
having resigned from the garage 
to devote his entire time to the 
association work. 

Tire business in Tacoma is hold- 
ing up well this fall, although it is 
nothing cut of the ordinary.

Canada Produced 
$13,914,965 Worth 


Of Parts in 1926 





Toronto, Dec. 6 (U. T. P. S.).— 
It is shown by the report of the 
Bureau of Statistics that auto- 
mobile parts and accessories val- 
ued at $13,914,965 were produced 
in Canada in 1926. The report 
just announced by the Federal 
department at Ottawa shows that 
in the year 1925 the value of au- 
tomobile parts and accessories 
was $11,234,828, 

Of the seventy-seven plants in the 
automobile parts and accessories in- 
dustry in Canada, forty-seven are 
located in the province of Ontario, 
twelve in British Columbia, seven 
in Quebec, six in Alberta, four in 
Manitoba and one in Saskatchewan. 
It is stated that these concerns rep- 
resent a capital investment in Can- 
ada of $10,501,725, employing a 
monthly average of 2,750 people, 
who received $3,680,021 in wages. 

The articles made in this industry 
included automobile wheels, springs, 


bodies, tops, bumpers, radiators, 
tire rims; covers for tires, seats, 
radiators; windshields, carriage 


parts, Moto-Meters, bearings, motor 
parts, shock absorbers, trailers and 
many other parts and accessories 
for the automobile trade.

will also release much of this de- 
ferred buying demand and the 
present prospects are that more 
cars and trucks will be manu‘ac- 
tured in 1928 than in any previous 
year. It also seems wholly likely 
that the output of tires next year 
will reach new high records.” 

Col. Ayres reported that he found 
general business in the United 
States is what is probably the clos- 
ing phases of a business cycle and 
that before long it promises to en- 
ter upon a new upward swing. 

He pointed out that there have 
been three business cycles since the 
war, and continued:— 

“Immediately after the armistice 
business was depressed for a brief 
period. Then came the short but 
violent wave of stimulation that we 
may call the post-war inflation 
cycle, during which business reached 
almost feverish prosperity in the 
late months of 1919 and the early 
ones of 1920, and then declined to 
the great depression of 1921. 

“This was followed by the recov- 
ery cycle, which began in the sum- 
mer of 1921, earried business activ- 
ity upward to the prosperity period 
of 1923, and then down to the mild 
depression of 1924. The present 
cycle has been called the period of 
‘Coolidge prosperity.’ It began in 
the summer of 1924, carried business 
activity to exceptional prosperity in 
the late months of 1926 and has 
been following a fairly steady down- 
ward path during most of 1927. 

“The general conclusion that may 
be drawn from all this is that we 
are now in the closing phases of 
this business cycle, but not yet at 
its termination. Two conclusions 
seem justified. The first is that the 
worst is yet to come and the second 
is that things will be better soon.” 

Col. Ayres made these specific 
forecasts :— 

“Short-term interest rates will 
probably be lower in the opening 
months of 1928 than they were in 
the corresponding early months of 
1927, but in the clesing months of 
2928 they will probably be higher 
than they hae been in the late 
months of this year. 

“The main trend of high-grade 
bond prices will probably be an ad- 
vancing one. 

“The movements of the prices of 
industrial stocks promise to be ac- 
tive and highly selective, with the

Oil Firms Upheld 
In Trust Law Suit 


Chicago, Dec. 6—No violation 
of the Sherman anti-trust act has 
been found in the action of the 
Standard Oil Company and fifty 
other companies, according to the 
report of the master of chancery, 
yesterday in recommending dis- 
missal of the government suits 
against the fifty-one companies 
which were instituted three years 
ago. 

Charles Martindale, the master, 
of Indianapolis, in filing his find- 
ings with the Federal court here, 
declares that no evidence of con- 
sviracy in restraint of trade, main- 
tenance of monopoly, pooling of 
vatent rights or price fixing exists. 

The ¢efendants included _ the 
Standard Oil Companies of Indiana, 
New Jersey, Kentucky, Kansas, 
Touisiana, New York, California and 
Ohio, the Standard Development 
Company, the Sun Oil Company, 
the Magnolia Petroleum Company, 
the Humble Oil and Refining Com- 
pany, the White Eagle Oil Com- 
pany, the Texas Company, and the 
Roxana~ Petroleum Corporation. 
“The competition between each 
and all of the defendants is actual! 
and genuine, and the marketing 
rivairy is keen. The rivalry of the 
so-called independents — manufac- 
turers of cracked gasoline—is of 
such volume and the competition is 
so extensive and widely distributed 
that the defendants have no con- 
trol, whatever, over either the sup- 
nly or the market price of cracked 
gasoline,” Martindale declared.
